ſhing : and how his dubler. and hoſe, and ſword were fold 
for three ſhillinges : and beſidethe _ of his winding 
ſheere, which was foure ſhillinges ; andthe _—_— of h 
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buriall yeſterday in the New-churchyard riecre Bedlam, 
which was ſix ſhillinges, and foure pence; how deeply hee 
was indebted to her poore husbande : as appecred by hys

All the InueQiue, and Satyrica!i Spirites, aretheir Fami- 
liars: fcoffing, and girding is their haity bread: other pro. 
feſle other facultics: they profeſle the Arte of railing : 
Noble,Reuerend,or wharſocuer,al peſants , and clownes: 
gowty Diucls , aud buckram Giants : Midaſſes, and gol- 
den Aſſes : Cormorants, and Drones, Dunces , and hy- 
pocriticall hoat ſpurres Earth-wormes , and Pinchefart 
Penny-fathers : thatfeede not their hungry purſes, and 
eager ſtomackes:they haue termes , quoth a maruellous 
doer,ſteeped in Aqua Fortis, and Gunnepouder, that ſhal 
rattle through the skies, and make Earthquakes in ſuch 
peſauntes eares, as ſhall dare to ſende them awaiewith 
a fleain theireare:( howe might a man purchaſe the 
ſight of thoſe puiſſant,and hideous termes? they canlaſh 
poore {laues , and ſpurgall Aſſes mightily , they can tell 
parlous Tales of Beares and Foxes , as ſhrewdlye as mo+ 
ther Hubbard , for herlife : they will dominicre in Ta- 
uernes, and Stationers ſhops , to die for't : rhicy will be as 
cgre- 
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egregioullly famous as cuer was Heraftratus,or Panſanias, 
or Kett , Or Seoggin: Agrippa , and Rabelays but Ciphers ro 
them: they haue it onely in them , Vould Chriſt,they 
had more diſcretion in them , and leflerancour againit 
Other , that never wiſhed them the leaſt euill, bur ſtill 
beleech GO Dro encreaſe the beſt, and to pardon the 
worſtin them. The Quippe knowerh his rewarde, and 
the Supplication to the Diuell, expreſlly dedicated to 
the Prince of Darkeneſle, I comitte to the cenſure of 
Wiſedome, and Iuſtice , with fauour: onelye requeſting 
that mightie Bombarder of rermes , to ſpare quiet men 
that meanc himno harme,and to keepe the huge maine;

dite of the Sonnes : nor argueth any thing , but the im- 
pudente deſpightfulneſle of the Liveller, Fewe Sonnes 
baue felinger cauſe to lone, or reucrence, or defend their 
Fathers , then my ſelfe : but his dealing is ſuch, where he 
tradeth: and his liuing ſuch where he conuerſerh, that he 
may caſely ſhame himſelfe, which goeth-about ro ſhame 
him, er vs in him.

folittle as 4 Blacke Belhvether: but the only Vnicorne of the Alu- 
ſes. Some in my caſe, would perhaps be content for their owne cre- 
dite, to hane theme notoriauſly ſo reputed : and in cunning, would 
aduenture not flicke, to ſtraine at a Gnatt, as it were at a Ca-" 
mell : but plain dealing vſeth noſuch Rhethorick: they that haue 
Etes, can ſee : and they that haue Eares, can heare, as ſenſibly 4s 
T : and 1 muſt in reaſon leaue them, as in proofe 1 findethem : ei- 
ther meere Paper bugs, and Inckehorne-pads - or agreate deale 
worſe : ſo far, as the Ringleaders of leaud Licentiou(nes, are more 
peſtulent, then the Platformers of vaine Fantaſticallity : or the 
poiſen of corrupted mindes, is more perntious, then the venome 
of diſeuiſed witts. Any ſlightneſſe, curious inough : and any coſt, 
t00-much, pon ſuch an argumente : a ſubiette of loſſe to the wri. 
ter ; of gaine to none : but auety muſt obey : and courteſy yeelde : 
andit is the lucke of ſome pelting Comedees, to buſy the Stage, as 
well as ſome grauer T ragecies. Were nothing els d;ſcourſinely in- 
ſerted,(as ſome little ale occaſionally preſentedit ſelfe) what pa- 
per more currently fit for the baſeſt mechanicall wſes, then that, 
which containeth the vile miſdemeanours,and T ruth will ſay the 
abhominable villanies of ſuch baſe ſhifting companions : good for 
wothinge, in the opinion of good minaes, but to caſt.away them- 
ſelues, to ſpoile their adherentes,topray vppon their fanorers, to 
diſhonour their Patrons, to infeite the Are, where they breath. 
Might Pierce beentreated, to quallifye his diſtempered veine ; ; 
and to reclaime his unbrideled ſelfe : as = bold Gawins uppon < 
milder conſideration haue bene glad to doe: (good Pierce be good 
#0 thy porn : andgentle to thy gentleſelfe : ) 1 aſſuredly 
would be the firft, that ſhould wrapp-vp ſuch memorials, not in a 
ſheete of waſt-paper, but in the winding-ſheete of Obliuion : and 
will not ſlicke $0 embalme the dead corps of aprofeſſed — to 
| \- 4; —_ ecten 
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ſweeten the lining ſpirite of a wiſhed friend: howſoeuty extreame- 
by mcane,or famouſly obſcure. T he gratious Lawe of Amneſty, 4 
ſoueraine Law: but the diuine Law of Charity, the Law of Lawes. 
Who cannot contemne the inſolenteſt arrogancy ? but who muſt 
wot condeſcend to any reaſonable accord ? Hee that was neuer di- 
ſmayed with any neceſſary difireſſe, yet euer eſcheweth all unne- 
ceſſary trouble : andhe that leaſt feareth the ſwoord of _ Ca- 
lumny, yet moſt dreadeth the ſcabbard of inſt Inſamy : and would 
gladly auoide the lighteſt ſuſpition of that, which hee abhoxreth. 
T hough the painted ſheath bee, as it is, ( for it needeth no other 
Painter, to pourtray it ſelfe) yet neuer childe ſo delighted in bis 
ratling baby . as ſome old Lads of the Caſtell, haue ſported them. 
ſelues with their rappinge bable. It is — weapon of their 
profeſſion : they haue vſedit at-large, and will wſeit at pleaſure, 
howſoener the patient heale himſelfe at their coſt.It were aworke 
of importance to aunſweare that weapon - 1 long ſince gaue them 
ouer in the plaine field : and am now beecome a ſuter to their to- 
wardeſt (chollers, to remember the glorious conqueſt of their wit. 
ty Maſters. I wouldwillingly aha not diſpleaſe,as I may: but 
no Life without ſelf-contentment : no per formance of any action 
without Reſolution. T he leaſt may thinke vppon Fabius Maxi. 
mus : who with an honourable jr / ras pie > the conrſe of hts 
owne platforme, notwithſtanding a thouſand empeachments : & 
although ſlowly, with much murmuringe, yet effetinally, with 
more reputation, atchiened his politicke purpoſe : like anexperte 
Pilot, that in a hideous tempeſt regardeth not the ſoot VIC- 
kinges, or vaine outcries of diſorderly paſſengers, but beſtirreth 
bim{clfe, and direfFeth his marriners, according to. the wiſe rules 
of orderly Nauigation. A wanering and fleeting minde, ſeldome, 
or neuer accompliſheth any negotiation of value. It is none of the 
leaſt comfortes in d;ſtreſſe, that Patience is anexcellent quality : 
and Conftancy the honourableſt vertye in the world, 1 am not to 
| Io dilate, 
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dilate, where a ſentence is a diſcourſe, and a woorde mort then 
inough. It hath bene my deſire, to conforme my intentions to my 
wality, and my exerciſes to my intentions : but as they are, it 
all gowvery-hard, before 1 begin to abandon hope : or relente to 
friuolous motions : or forget my ſelfe, and my friends, to remem- 
ber my ennemies : who are beſt remembrea, when they are moſt 
forgotten. Some are cunning : & can imaginatiuely caſt beyonde 
, the Moone : but he 1s a ſimple Temporiſer, that would attempt to 
_ a fantaſticall, or putatine opinion in an attiue worlde : and 
who ſo kindly cooſeneth himſelfe, as he that ſeeketh a cloak,to co- 
wer his owne ſluggiſh Tdleneſſe, or unwe 6p, ? Let 
them affett myſticall commendation, that profeſſe occult Philo. 
ſophy : andlet them crosbite themſelues, that can finde no other 
Conny-catchers, to play that part. Tt was a principal Maximin 
Socrates diſcipline,T hat euery one ſhould contend to be indeede, 
whatſouer he would couet to ſeeme in apparance : ſome that haut 
often recommended that Maxim vnto other, and ofien calledit 
the ſoutraine Rule of ſound, and honourable proceeding ; were ne: 
wer forwarder to allow his precept in diſcourſe, then ready to fol.. 
low his example in prattiſe. There bee other inough, to make 4 
gallant ſhow : and ſome trim fellowes,will not ſtick to maintains 
a braue Paradoxe, that the opinion, andſemblaunce of thinges, 
neither eutr was, nor is now, inferiour to the very thinges then 
ſelues : but inpreferment andreputation many times ſuperiour. 
1 am not here to argue the caſe : Fortune is a fauourable Lagy to 
Jome forward aduenturers : they may eaſely ſwim,that aye holden 
wp by the chinne : ſuch, & ſuch haue lined in eſtimation, & pur- 
chaſed lanes : but what did they euer _ of wad oy or 
wherin apperedther ſufficiency,to &iſcharg any wetehty funttion, 
or toperforme any notable act? A reedis a ſory ſtaffe: & Fortune 
as changeable ;as the Moone : no counterfeit, or pretended com- 
mendation endureth long : only deſert holaeth-out infall;bly,vhen 
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many a goodly gentleman beſhreweth himſelfe : I muſt not ſtand 
pon particularities : no Education to the Trainement of Cy. 
rus : or any proceding, to the emploiment of Celar. Pregnant 
Rules auail much: but viſible Examples amount mcredibly: Ex. 
perience, the onely life of perfettion, & onely perfettion of life. 
Whatſocuer occaſion cauſeth me to be miſtaken,as oner-much ad- 
dicted to Theory without reſpett of attion : (for that is one of the 
eſpecialleſt points, which I am importunedto reſolue : ) I neuer 
anade account of any ſtudy, meditation, conference, or Exerciſe, 
that importeth not effettual vſe,gr that aymeth not altogether at 
action : as the ſinguler marke, whereat enery Arte ;& enery ver- 
tue is to leuell. I loue Method : but honour Prattiſe : muſt 1 ſhew 
the difference ? Either Arte is obſcure, or the quickeſt capacity 
dull : and nteteth t Methode, as it were the bright Moone, to 
illuminate the darkeſome night : but Prattiſe is the bright Sun, 
that ſhineth in the " 4 ſoutraigne Planet, that gouerneth 
the world : as elſe-where I haue copiouſly declared. To excell,ther 
is no way but one : to marry ſiudions Arte to diligent Exerciſe : 
but where they muſt be unmarried, or diuorced, gene me rather 
 Exertiſewithout Arte,then Arte without Exerciſe. Perfett wjſe 
worketh maſteries : and diſeraceth unexperienced Arte. Exam: 
ples are infinite : and dayly diſplay themſelues. 4 world without 4 
Sunne : a Boddy without a Soule : Nature without Arte : Arte 
without Exerciſe : ſory creatures. Singular prattiſe the only ſin- 
guler, and admirable woorkeman of the world. Muſt I diſpatch 
the reſt, that is exatted? It is no fit place : and the leaſt little wil 
ſeme too-much. As in other thinges, ſo in Artes, formality doth 
well : but materiality worketh the feat Were Artiſts as skullfult, 
as Artes are powerfull, wonders might be atchiened ” Arte em. 
prooued ; but they that underſtand little, write much : and they 
that know much, write little. The wayne Peacocke, with his gay 
coullonys, and the pratling Parrat with his ignorant diſcourfes, 
BY (1am 
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(1 am not to offend any, but the Peacocke, and the Parrat ) haue 
gariſhly d;ſeuiſed the worthieſt Artes, and deepely diſcreditedthe 
profoundeſt Artiſtes, to the pitifull defacement of the one,andthe 
preiudice of the other. Rodolph Agricola, Philip 
Melan&hon, Ludouike Viues, Peter Ramus, and arners 
excellent ſchollers, hane earneſtly complaned of Artes corrupted, 
and notably reformed many abſuraities: but ſtill corruption in. 
gendreth one vermine or other : and ſtill that pretious Traine- 
ment is miſerably abuſed, which ſhould be the p pans of skull, 
the roote of vertue, ar ru of gouernment, the ſoundttion 
of all priuate, and publike good. The Methodift, & Diſcouſer 
might be more material : the T heoriſt, and Pradtitioner more 
formall : all fower more effettuall : or how commeth it to paſſe, 
that much more is profe (ſed, but much leſſe perfourmed,then in 
former ages ? eſpecially inthe Mathematikes, and in naturall 
eMagie : which beeing cunninely and extenſiuely imployed 
(after the manner of Archimedes, Archytas, Apollonius, 
Regiomontanus, Bacon, Cardan, ard ſuch like i 0s 
Philoſophers, the Secretaries of Art, and Nature, ) might won 
nfl retead the Commonwealth: with many puiſſant engins, 
and other. commotdions deniſes,for warre,andpeace. In attuall 
Experimentes,and Polymechany,nothing too-profound: a ſuper 
ficiall ſightneſſe, may ſeeme fine for ſhectes, but proueth good for 
nothinge : as in other buſineſſe, ſo in learninge, 4s good neuer 4 
whit, according to the Prouerbe, as neuer the better : one perfect 
HMechanician worth ten vnperfedt Philoſophers : an ignorant 
man leſſe ſhameth himelf, leſſe beguleth his frend, \leſſe 4;ſableth 
the Common-wealth, then a putatiue Artiſte : a whole naturall 
wit more [eruiceable, and more ſufficient, then a Demi.(choller- 
who preſumiug on that, which he hath not, abateth the force of 
that, which he hath. He muſt not dreame of per fettion that-ems 
proueth not the perfetteſt Art, with moſt perfett _ ub 
. nat . 
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fnatch, andaway, with Neoptolemus, andthe common ſort of 
ftudentes, may pleaſe alittle, but profiteth nothing. 1t is the Bo. 
dy, not the ſhadow, that dijpatcheth the buſineſſe. The flower de. 
lighteth to-day, and fageth to-morrow : the fruite edifieth, and 
endureth : the viſard, the painted ſheath, and ſuch terrible bra. 
weries, canbeſt report therr owne entertainment : the peacock, 
ad the parrat hae good leaue topranche wppe themſelues, and 
leyſure mough to rene, and repoliſh their expired workes. What 
can laſt allwayes, quoth the neat T ayler, when his fine ſeames be. 
gantocracke their creaite at the firſt drawing-on. I appeale to 
Poules Churchyard, whether lines be like w-10 ſeames : and whe. 
ther the Deft writer be as ſure a workeman, as the neat T aylor. 
There may be a fault in the Reader, aſwell as inthe weaner : but 
enery mayne content him{elfe, tobeare the burthen of his owne 
faultes: and go9d ſweete Autors inform: your ſelues, before you 
vnaertake to mſtrutt other, Excellent efſettes muſt flow fromthe 
jp! oe of excellent cauſes: and nothing notable without notable 
Enzeuour.T he' Print is abuſed, that 4buſcth: and earneſtly be. 
ſeecheth flouriſhing writers, not to trouble the Preſſe, but in caſe 
of urgent occaſion, or important vſe. Or if you conceiue extraor- 
dinarily of your owne pregnancy : and will needes imploy your 
youthfull Tallent : remember, that corruptions in manners,and 
abſurdities in Arte, hane too-lately ouerflowed the banckes of all 
good Modeſty, anddiſcretion. Hee that hath but halfe an Eie, 
can ſee noleſſe : & he that hath but halfe aT onge,may ſay more: 
I onely note by the way, that hindereth many a gallant wit inthe 
way : and without empeachment to any, wiſh all rather tobe ex.- 
cellent, with Socrates, then toſeeme famons, with the Philoſo- 
her of the Court. My meaning is not, to teach,bnt to tonch:05 
albeit I hane curſorily ſpoken ſomethinge for my ſelfe, and ſome-
